Mr. Griffin contested Mr. Walsh’s claim to 
be entitled to the grazing, and said that for 
thirty years he and his predecessor in title 
had enjoyed the right to graze sheep on the 
lands. One of the questions asked in the 
application for particulars was how Mr. 
Griffin became entitled to the grazing right 
claimed. 

The President, holding that Mr. Walsh was 
entitled to all the information asked for, 
allowed the appeal, directing that Mr. 
Walsh’s costs should be costs in the cause. 

Mr. Charles S. Campbell, K. C., and Mr. 
D. McC. Downing (instructed by Mr. John 
J. O'Donnell) appeared for Mr. Walsh; and 
Mr. Owen Keane (instructed by Messrs. F. 
and C. Downing) for Mr. Griffin. 

The application for further particulars came 
before the Circuit Judge in the form of a 
motion, said Mr. Campbell, and it could not 
be argued that a motion was the proper way 
by which to ask for further particulars in a 
case of that kind. According to Rule 9, 
Order 5, of the Circuit Court Rules, applica- 
tion for further particulars must be made at 
the hearing of. the action, and that provision 
had put members of the legal profession in a 
difficult position. 

In the present case, continued Mr. Camp- 
bell, the application, although in the form of 
a motion had been brought specially for the date 
of the hearing, the solicitors having arranged 
beforehand not to bring their witnesses. The 
Circuit judge adjourned the case till the 
next sessions and delivered judgment on the 
motion for particulars two or three days 
after the application, and treated the appli- 
cation as having been made on the hearing. 
Mr, Campbell submitted that in accordance 
with Order 7, Rule 5, of the Circuit Court 
rules, which provided for the giving of full 
particulars when justification was pleaded in 
title cases, he was entitled to the information. 

Mr. Keane submitted that the Circuit 
judge had no jurisdiction to make an order 
of the kind on notice of motion, and he asked 
the President to dismiss the appeal 

Giving judgment, the President said that 
it seemed quite clear that the parties were 
aware when the application came before the 
Circuit judge that the judge took it as being 
made to him at the hearing, and the Circuit 
judge was careful to have stated in his order 
that he had treated the application as having 
been made at the hearing, and, in his view, 
the objection te the order on the ground that 
it was made on notice of motion could not be 
relied on.
